Washington, D. C., June 15.——

to rival in effectiveness the blockade 
on the Atlantic rum row. 

Like the Atlantic blockade, the alco- 
hol drive is ‘planned as one of the 
strongest links in the chain through 
which Lincoln C. Andrews, assistant 
secretary of the treasury in charge of 
prohibition enforcement, hopes to tie 
up the bootleg traffic and make the 
country bone dry. | 

The onslaught here is in charge of 
Charles W. Vursell, chief enforcement 
officer for Illinois. 

Call Chicago Center of Trade. 

Chicago is, according to government 


estimates, the biggest alcohol clearing 


center in the world—Volstead or no 
Volstead. Federal officials believe they 
have evolved a plan through which 
this volume of business can be re- 
duced by at least 85 per cent. 

As the first step in the plan, Chief 
Vursell yesterday assigned guards at 
all the big distilling and denaturing 
plants. 

The distilleries and denaturing 
plants to be placed under strictest sur- 
veillance are: 

The Allegheny Chemical and Prod- 
ucts company, 641 Orleans street. This 
plant is the supposed “ legitimate” 
establishment of the Genna ‘brothers 
and is operated under an — 
enue permit granting the with 
of 35,000 gallons a month, — 
denatured and sold to perfumers, 
pharmaceutical supply houses, etc.

Chicago Grain Products company, 
2055 West Walnut street. This plant 
has a permit for 465, 000 gallons a 
month. 

Others, which will not have a con- 
stant guard, but which will be checked 
up at frequent intervals, are: 

United States Industrial Alcohol 
company, Chicago branch. Unlimited 
withdrawal permit.

Plan of Federal Forces. 

Here’s how the federal folks hope to 
thwart the big distillerics: 

Every time a load of “legitimate” 
alcohol leaves the plant. the guards 
will take an inventory, with the name 
of the person to whom it is consigned. 
This information will be transmitted 
by phone to prohibition headquarters, 
whence a squad will be sent out as a 
“reception committee to check in the 
shipment. Agents then will be as- 
signed to observe the manner in which 
the stuff is disposed of. 

Agents will be constantly rotated, it 
is said, in anticipation of the possibil- 
ity of “ friendships” that might inter- 
'fere with the purposes of the drive. 
Despite a crime war hunt yesterday 
y hundreds of policemen, four armed 
men held up Joseph Videk, a truck 
driver, and robbed him of a truck con- 
taining thirteen drums of denatured 
alcohol.

HUBBARD’S JUMP. 
HEN DeHart Hubbard jumped 
over 25 feet 3 inches at Stagg 
field Saturday, spectators felt 
confident ‘Michigan’s ebony 
track ace would better his own arid the 
| world’s marks in subseauent attempts. 
In this jump, Hubbard landed with 
one foot slightly behind the other 
which has been his habit in those at- 
tempts we have seen. Of course, the 
measurement is to the point of land- 
ing nearest the takeoff. 

For the world record flight through the 
air, Hubbard approached the takeoff with 
that full burst of speed which reels off 
the century in less than even time. With 
this tremendous momentum, and with a 
pull and twist which appeared like a sec- 


ond jump in the Ur, Hubbard brought 
both feet close together as he landed. 
The crowd, sensing a record, raised a 
mighty cheer. 


It Was a record, 25 feet 10% inches — 

likely to stand for years. Michigan men 
present were wildly enthusiastic, not 
only for Hubbard, but for Steve Farrell, 
Michigan's track mentor who brought out 
Hubbard and whose athletes have won 
two of the last three conference compe- 
titions. 
Following the meet, The Wake dis- 
cussed present records with Judge Hugo 
Friend, Big Ten champion broad jump- 
er in his time; Ernie Quantrell, once a 
high jumper, and Fritz Steinbrecher, col- 
lege diamond star who turned down big 
league offers to embark in the real es- 
tate business. The consensus was that 
‘while conditions now favor jumpers as 
compared with those of the past, Hub- 
bard is the greatest jumper the world 
ever has known. “ 

At first glance the change from the 
old rule seems small, but it is like elim- 
inating the mental hazard of a water 
hole in golf. The present takeoff board 
is five inches wide instead of four. That 
is some advantage. But under the old 
system, earth was excavated in front of 
the takeoff to a depth of four inches. 
That meant a probable sprained ankle or 
tendon if the jumper went over the line. 
This caused caution. Now the surface 
is level in front of the takeoff. Most 
jumpers thus get a confident spring from 
the ball of the foot from the five inch 
takebff board.
